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COLLEGIATE CAPERS OF 1857 
letter of Elisha Jones written in Ann Arbor, May 17, 1857

Sunday Morning Half past Seven 
Mon cher frere Frank. 


This is the French for ‘my dear brother Frank.' learn those three words and you will know so 
much of another language besides your own. ell mon cher frere how do you this pleasant morn- 
ing? Pretty well I imegine. I laid sbed rather late myself this morning; didn't get up tiil 
about half past six. Then took a shower bath, blacked my shoes, dressed and by that time Beal 
had breakfast ready, then I eat, swept out our lodge - which is all the chores I have to do to- 
day - and wishing myself at home to visit with you till night. First I mst say something a- 
bout health. Well, I am in good health - as well as my beloved chums - and I hope that these 
few lines will find you all enjoying the same blessing. For health is one of the greatest 
blessings that kind Heaven car bestow upon us. There ask Mother if that doesn’t sound origi- 
nal. But to proceed with my letter. I mst say something next about the weather. The wea- 
ther, way out here in the North has been unusualiy cold for this time of the year. 











It is now planting corn time - which I suppose is news to you - and today even though it is a 
clear sunshiny day I need my shawl when I go out. It mst be quite bad for the farmers. I 
imagine Father scclds some about the weather this Spring, and thinks it keeps cold because he 
wants to garden a little. But I don't believe that’s the reason, do you Frank? I don't believe 
that the weather managers would change the weather all over the States just to spite one man 

de you? I have heard some other reasons given for this curious Spring. One is that the lakes 
all froze pretty solid last winter and as we did not have rain enough early in the spring to 
break up the ice that the ice remains and causes the cold weather. This sounds somewhat rea- 
sonable but the fact is that states, situated so far from the lakes that they (the lakes) would 
have no influence, are troubled as mech as we by the cold weather. Another one thinks that the 
reason is, the north and west winds which continue to blow so steadily. This looks or rather 
seems a little more reasonable but I don't believe that it is owing entirely to this. In fact 
I don't know what the real ca:se of it all is. I only know certain that it is an awful, cold, 
mean, backward and badweather Spring and I don't have any idea that it is so because you want 
to make a garden early. ily idea is that dog days will give it a scorcher. Tell Father that 
garden vegetables are going to be high priced and that wher he gets something raised it will 
well pay for the delay caused by the cold. So much Frank for a philosophical disguisition on 
weather, which means in cnglish a few words hitched together to convey to you some idea of my 
ideas about its being so cold. But I find that it is half past eight and I mst go to pray- 
ers. Don't think that I have got through, for I've only just commenced. 








(Ten minutes of ten) Prayers are ended and I will again go on with my letter. Frank don't tell 
Father and Mother (cause maybe they'd scold me when I come home) if I tell you what I did about 
three weeks ago. I went to a Circus. If you want to know how it happened that I got so far 
gone as to go to a circus, why I will tell you. 


Preceding that great event, as is usually the case, bills were posted all around town announ- 
cing that a great combined Eastern circus, presenting unparallelled attractions, the like of 
which had never before been seen upon Earth and (I suppose in heaven neither), would exhibit 
their wonderful, unequalled, admirable and astonishing feats for the pleasure of the citizens 
of Ann Arbor and for the exceedingly low price of fifty cents box and twenty five cents pit. 
Moreover, before the performance would commence a girl was to walk on a wire running from the 
ground to some fifty feet high and they were to enter town, preceded by a Steam Calliope which 
was & msical instrument that went by steam and drawn by forty horses all to be driven by one 
man. Well as you may suppose amongst so miny little boys as we have here such an unexpecced 
wonder caused considerable imagination as to whether it would commence to be what its adver- 
tisements promised. 








The day at length arrived and with it came the circus. de hed got through two recitations in 
the morning when news came that the great Steam Calliope was in town. We went to the next re- 
citation room, and found more to our joy than sorrow - that two of our class had taken the re- 
sponsibility to tell the Professor that we all wanted to adjourn to see the Calliope, to whieh 
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he very graciously assented. Hence when we got there we found no professor and taking the hint 
we started down town on the keen run and found the Calliope just steaming up and surrounded by 
@ crowd. Working my way through to get a clear view at the critter I was suddenly almost 
stunned by a terrible screeching that it sent forth. Recovering myself I found that it was 
playing Yankee Doodle by steam. Finishing that air it played several others and becoming fami- 
liar at length to its sound I approached to make an examination of the wonderful thing. 


I found that it had some forty brass pipes of different sizes from three inches in diameter to 
less than an inch. These were comected with a boiler so as to be filled by steam as the one 
who played on it might wish. He sat in a little car nicely finished and had keys - similar to 
those of a Piano or Melodeon if you ever saw one of these - connected with those different 
pipes. By touching the key connected with the large pipe the steam went through that pipe mk- 
ing a heavy sound and by touching one connected with a small pipe the steam went through that 
making a sharp sound just as you have seen by pulling and touching the different keys of an 
accordion. Thus he could play the different tunes though without a great deal of msic. I 
thought the farther one was fran it the better it would sound. There were forty horses hitched 
to it four abreast and one man drove them all. ‘The next thing that we could see outside of the 


tent was the girl ascend the wire, so we started for the grounds at the time that was to come 
off. 


Arrived at the ground we found that there was not only the one great circus but that there was 
any quantity of little side shows, lotteries, etc. to pick away the change from ones pocket. I 
took the precaution to leave my pocket book at home so that they didn't get a cent from me. And 
I would advise you to do the same if ever you should happen to go to such a place though the 
best way is to keep away entirely. But to go on with my story. One man was yelling that he 
had in his tent a live skeleton, another that he had a great band of negro minstrels, another 
that he had some of the most curious animals in the world. Another had a lifting machine to 
show how much one could lift, another an arrow balanced on a pivot over a board and over the 
board was placed some brass rings, breastpins, watches, etc. so that one could turm around this 
arrow or give it a whirl and whatever it stopped over they could have; another had a man’s face 
pictured on 4 board and set up and if anyone couid hit it on the nose he would give him a cir- 
cus ticket or a quarter of a dollar, the one that shot was to use & rifle which he himself had 
and which he loaded with a dart instead of with powder and ball. He called it a Minnie rifle. 


These were only a few of the many games that were going on outside of the Circus tent. I looked 
at them all wondering at the many ways men have to make money and pitying these poor ones who 
had become so low as to resort to this miserable method of gaining a livelihood. I noticed 
that they were all, without exception poor, drunken wretches, not fit to be called men, and 
wholly a disgrace to their race. It was in all quite a lesson to me. After looking at these 
as long as I careito I went to where the girl was to walk the wire. I found that it was nearly 
ready for her to commence. They had stretched 4 wire very tight from the ground to the top of 
the tent, some forty feet high I should judge. The wire was made of little wires twisted to- 
gether till the whole was about three quarters of an inch in diameter. Under it was placed 
poles for it to rest upon and ropes hung down with which men were to take hold of in order to 
steady it. Ina little while the girl came. I should think she was about sixteen; she was 
rather small, not very good looking, and considerable brazen, she was quite gaily dressed with 
hoops short dress, blue scarf I think, mislin pantalettes and a hat. She carried a pole som 
sixteen feet long. Starting on the wire she walked up steady, with her eye fixed fimmly on the 
point which she was to reach, which she did reach with as much apparent ease as I could cross a 
river on a large log. When she got to the end she waved her handkerchief, received three 
cheers from the crowd, the top of the tent was lowered and she disappeared from or sight. I 
started home, having witnessed what I had oftentimes heard of but had never before seen. 


Thus far the circus had fulfilled what it had advertised tut I had no idea of going in to view 
the scenes behind the curtain. Some of the boys attended in the afternoon and said that it was 
pretty good. About sundown I heard some noise out and looking out the window saw coming down 
the street a large crowd. iI catched up my shawl and hat and started to see what was up. Going 
up to meet the crowd I found about two hundred students marching down two and two. They yelled 
to me to fall in, that is, come into the company and march with them. I fell in and soon 
learned that the cause of all this turmoil was that they had applied to the managers of the 
circus to let the students into the box for a quarter a piece - the regular price was fifty 
cents - and they refused. We marched into the court square and held consultation as to what 

we should next do. Some proposed getting tin homs, marching up and surrounding the tent and 





giving them a serenade. This however with some other like proposals were rejected and we at 
length determined to march up, each with a long club to make a show, in single file around the 
tent, give them three cheers and then either go home or determine on something else to do. We 
did this and afterwards formed a circle; some of the boys made speeches. Ina little while one 
of the boys came with the head manager who said he had something to say to us. But ‘tis a 
quarter past twelve our dinner time and I mst stop a little. 


Quarter to one, dinner is eat and I'll go on. The manager said that he had started with the 
determination to let no one in at half price, that rather than to let us in for @ quarter a- 
piece he would give us all an admission, and if anyone of us was too poor to pay fifty cents 
why he would give them a ticket. Saying this he left. We then went on with speechmaking, de- 
termined not one to go in unless we could all go in to the box for 25 cents apiece. Pretty 
soon out came the manager again saying that we were making a terrible racket, and drawing the 
crowd and that he should have to let us in at our own price. This was a victory for us which 
we cared more about than going to the circus considerable. We gave him three cheers, appointed 
a committee of three to stand by the ticket wagon and see that none but our students got the 
tickets and after some jamming we found ourselves inside of the tent. That’s the way Frank I 
came to go to the circus. 


Once inside all I had to do was to get a seat and see all I could. The former I obtained pret- 
ty easily and shortly the circus performance began. First there was riding, ladies and gentle- 
men together, then followed a long series of performances which I cannot remember sufficiently 
well to go through in detail. They stood up on one foot, on two, on their heads, one stood up, 
another on his shoulders and rode with the horse on the canter. Turned somersetts on the hor- 
ses, in fact they did all I expected and more. One man laid back on his hands and feet and 
they laid a stone as large as four common men could lift on his breast and then two men took 
sledgehammers and pounded on it till the people yelled to hold on. They turned somersetts on 
the gound a dozen to time, one man held a pole some twenty feet long on his breast and another 
climbed to the top of it. All such and many other different feats they performed. As it was 
the first thing of the kind that I ever attended I was quite interested. But I don't think 
that I shall care about going again for some time, if ever. I would advise you not to think 

of going till you get to be full grow at least, for I find that where boys commence young to 
go to such places they continue to go, and such I notice make most miserable men. On the other 
hand if they wait till they become men once going satisfies entirely. They learn a lesson that 
they are not apt to forget immediately. At least I think that I did. But I mst leave the 
circus or I shall have no time to tell of anything else. 


Frank, we went & fishing one week ago yesterday. Having studied pretty hard we thought a lit- 
tle change would be good so we asked the head professor if we might go a fishing to which he 
said yes. 


The day before we started we went down to the milldam and caught some minnies with a scoop net, 
put them in a pail and left the pail sitting in the water to keep them fresh. The next morn- 
ing at four o clock we started with some crackers, some salt and our fishing tackle for the 
fishing ground about five miles west on the railroad. Going for our minnies we found that the 
water had risen and nearly all the little fish had escaped. I didn't grieve much for it seem- 
ed too bad to kill so many harmless little things that appeared to take so mech comfort, seem- 
ed so happy. Not at all dishearted we trudged along putting dependence in angle worms which 
we expected to find and which we did find in abundance. We reached the fishing ground about 
seven. This is a dam on the Huron River, near an old factory, close by the railroad and sur- 
rounded mostly by woods. The country around is hard clay and pretty rough, not such as would 
suit me at all. 


It i3 not picturesque enough for one to grow eloquent in describing it so I will let it pass. 
At first we had poor luck but looking a little farther we found a hole where the fish bit and 
we could hawl them out almost as fast as we could throw in the line. They were bass, rather 
small] but large enough most of them to eat. Fishing till about ten o'clock and having caught 
about a hundred, feeling "the keen demands of appetite!" we built a fire, cleaned some fish. 
Each one then cut a crotched stick, took a fish, covered it with salt and held it before the 
fire till it was cooked. Then with our crackers we made quite a meal. (Frank, the boys want 
to take a walk, it is seven minutes to two, and I guess that you mst excuse me a little 
while.) 
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(Three minutes to four) I have had a fine walk with the boys and feel much better, mech re- 
vived and mich more like writing than before I started, therefore I will proceed with my fish- 
ing story. Having eat our fill we tried fishing again but the little rascals had got tired of 
the sport and we did not catch many more. We cleaned what fish we hac, did up our tackle and 
started for the city where we arrived about two o’clock P.M. dirty and tired enough I can as- 
sure you. But water and rest soon mace us all right and better feeling even than before we 
started. What fish we brought home made us three meals. Dan tried cooking the first mess but 
he got them so salt that we could scarcely make them go, and he declared that he would never 
cook any more fish. Beal tried the next batch with no better success. And the last, falling 
to me to cook, I tried my best and made them quite eatable. We got perfectly satisfied with 
fish and probably shall not go again this season. So mich for our fishing expedition. 





Tell Father that Ex-President Fillmore has been here and staid two nights. He was most of the 
time at Judge Lawrence's, visited our University buildings, etc. Friday evening the students 
formed in procession and headed by the Ann Arbor Brass Band marched down to before Judge Law- 
rence’s residence and formed in a half circle open to the house. The band then dlayed a tune 
and we gave three cheers for Ex-President Fillmore. After which the honorable gentleman him- 
self came out and made us a short speech. He thanked us very kindly for the honor we had 
shown him; said that no doubt many of us would occupy important positions in the military and 
political affairs of our country, and that some might yet wield the Executive power of the 
states, some even be called upon to stand at the very head of the Republic itself. He ex- 
horted us to stand by the Union and said, that from the little experience that he had had, he 
advised all who strove to fill any important station to do it with honesty and integrity. A- 
gain thanking us he retired into the house when the band gave three cheers and students gave 
three cheers also for the American Union, myself not joining in the latter as I have not mech 
regard for the Union as it is now. The old gentleman is quite fine looking. full six feet 
tall and well tmilt in proportion. As I could only see him by candle light and then at a dis- 
tance of five rods I could not mark well his features. He spoke in a fine voice, and easy 
manner, though what he said did not amount to mech. But it sufficed that we all saw the Ex- 
President and heard hin speak, when we returned quite satisfied to our lodges to dream of be- 
coming Congressmen, senators and Presidents I expect, though I was not much haunted that way 
myself. But thought how I wished that I could have his physical constitution and mental abili- 
ty, and he might keep all his honors himself. Thus endeth the story of Ex-President Fillmore. 





Yesterday I went down to Lodi Plains to visit the Rev. John Patchin and his lady. I found them 
at home, he just fixing to shave with an old suit on like the one Father wears at his work, or 
as bad looking and she fixing some gilt paper round a picture. They appeared quite pleased to 
see me and I had quite 4 pleasant visit. Her mother was there from “Wisconsin. One of her bro- 
thers has been appointed United States judge of Nebraska territory for four years. Mrs. Pat- 
chin enquired particularly about my brothers and sister, not recollecting about Myra. Wanted 
to know how things were prospering at the Valley etc. They have three little girls, lost a 
little boy last fall about nine months old. I got there about eleven, took dinner, staid till 
abcut three, and then came home. They pressed me very hard to stay over till Monday morning 
but having an engagement last evening I was obliged to return. I think some of going down some 
Sunday to hear him preach as he preaches regularly at Lodi. 


Tell Father and Mother that I hope they will come out commencement. It takes place Wednesday 
the 24th of June, which is five weeks from next Wednesday. Our present year is fast drawing 

to a close when I shall be half through college. Frank give my respects to Father, Mother, Jo, 
Sis, Myra, Jenny, Old Nell, Charley and the rest of the folks. I haven't time to write anymore 
now and you must pardon me for not writing any longer. I'll try and do better next time. Tell 
Myra she may look for a letter in about a week and Sis in about two. If you have time to write 


I shall be exceedingly glad to receive a letter from you. But 'tis supper time half past five, 
and I mst stop. This is the end.

ANCESTRY AND DESCENDANTS OF MATHEW BUSEY OF WARYLAND, NORTH CAROLINA, AND KENTUCKY

INTRODUCTION 


Born April 7, 1742 near Annapolis and Baltimore, if@aryland, is&thew Busey migrated to Rowan 
County, North Carolina when a young man. 


Although proof of his parentage has not been found, records of the area known as the 
"Forks of the Yadkin" in Rowan County, strongly indicate that one Samuel Busey came to this 
area by 1761 or earlier with his almost adult household. Here, Sarah Busey married David Hill, 
20 Feb. 1765, Adam Hall and Samel Busey, bondsmen; Charles Busey married ---- ----, 2S lmr. 
1765; and Mathew Busey married Edith (Philpot) Wilcoxen, widow in 1767 - their eldest son name3 
Same1. 

Samiel] Busey is on an early tax list of unknovm date and on the 1761 tax list in van 
County; Samel, John, and Methew Buse: are found on Lorgan's List of Taxbles in the "Forks of 
the Yadkin", Rowan County in 1768; and Charles Busey on later Rowan County tax lists. 


n 1768, Samel Busey was one of the thirty siemers of « Petition from Rovan »nd Orange 
ccunties to the House of Representatives under King George III. This petition asked for taz 
relief, for consideration in the matter of taxes to erect public edifices, for reconsideration 
of the laws as they stand, for provision for the recovery of debts, and for relief from the 
necessity to attend courts of justice at great distances for sméll trifles; it asked for the 
abolishment of certain offices or relief fran tyranny and oppression in the: i Iuted the 
economic distress of the inhabitants cf those ccunties. It also usked that in) or acts be 
fremed and passed that shall be conducive to the well being of a 
fare the Representatives were placed. 

Samue2 Busey served jury duty in 1771 and 1772, and in 1790 was living in Rowan County; 
were John and Liathew Busev; Charles Busey in Stokes Co., North Carolina. 


It is the intention of this introduction to propose that the above Samel Busey wus pyro- 
bably the father of iathew Busey. One further problem remains--that of determinins which 
Samuel Busey of Maryland wes this one. It is the hope of the compilers that by publishing the 
following data concerning the first Buseys of ifZryland that som clue may lead to the solutior 
of the parentage of lmthew of North Carolima.

Farly Buseys of lmryland 


I. PAUL BUSEY, resident of Calvert Co., lid. by 1651, b. ca 1620; d. 1687 in Calver 
lend; m. Susanna ----. 

The first of this family in America was Paul Busey who was in the Province of lhryland, 
Calvert County in 1651. From the land records of iliryland is this item of unknowm date: 5th 
(?) January: ™... Henry Cox Demandeth Four Hundred Acres Assigned to hin by Mir. Villiam flton- 
head (ut supra) and two Hundred Acres of Land more for Transporting himself and Paul Busey Son 
of Elizabeth his Former Wife into this Province Anno 1651.” 


Paul Busey evidently served Henry Cox for his transportation to America and according to 
another document dated 11 June 1659 had fulfilled other legal provisions to acquire 150 acre: 
of land in 1659: "Paul Bucey demands 100 acres of Land, out of the 1 Ne unto 
Paul Bucey. Paul Bucey demands 100 acres of Land ut supra and SO more by his Lordship'’s In- 
structions 12 Nov. 1656 for his Time served unto Henry Cox.....arrant to ’aul Bucey 150 ucres 
returned 25th December next.” 
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These records have not indicated the country of origin of Paul Busey; family tradition 
has inferred both Scotland and England.

In 1696, Paul Busey was one of a Panel of Jurors of 
the June Court of Prince George's County; in 1712 he was among the sheriffs called from their 


respective counties to make returns of their panels of Grand Jurors in Provincial Court at 
annapolis.

Benjamin Allen. (not mentioned in Paul Busey's will, but named as an orphan 
of Paul Busey in Orphan's Court of Prince George's Co., Md., 1722.)

Same] Busey, be ca 1707. «A resident of Prince George’s County, the Parish 
of St. Paul, in 1753. (One Samel Busey, d. 1774 in Frederick Co., Mdé.; 
his will named daughters Patricia Hobbs and Mary Soaper. ) 
Edward Busey, b. ca 1709; d. Frederick Co., 1779; m. Sarah ---. In 1746, he 
was a corporal in Capt. Beall’s Troop of Horse in Prince George’s County. 
He resided in Frederick Co., Md. in 1753. 
Children of Edward and Sarah (---) Busey, so far as known: 
1. Mary* Busey, b. before 1739 in Prince George's County; only child of 
Edward Busey at that time.

Charles Busey. Resided in Frederick Co., Md. About 1805, some of 
his descendants migrated to Jefferson Co., Ohio.

(Descendants of one or more of the above sons, also migrated to Wayne 
and Tuscarawas Counties, Ohio.) 

In 1778, 
in Montgomery County, (cut from Frederick in 1776) an Edward, Paul, and Charles 
Busey took the Oath of Fidelity and Support. an Edward Bucey, migrated to 
Pittsylvania Co., Va.; on personal property tax records there 1790-1805.

In 1778, Joshua with his sons, John and Samel took 
the Oath of Fidelity and Support to the Province of laryland. 
Children of Joshua and Eleanor (---) Busey, so far as known: 
1. John Busey, b. 1751/52; d. 1807; m. (1) --- ---, and (2) --- Lansdale. 
He resided in Montgomery Co., Md. Two sons were: Samuel Busey, d. 
1831; and John Busey, d. 1832, m. Rachel Clagett, parents of Dr. Sammel 
Clagett Busey of Washington, D.C. 
2. Samel Busey, b. 1755/56; d. 1830. No issue. 
anne Busey, m. Griffith Davis, after 1732. 





II. CHARLES BUSEY, d. 1727, Calvert Co., Md.; m. (2) Diana Brown, daughter of 
Daniel Brown, who married (2) John Williams, by 31 Lay 1728. 

According to provisions of the will of Charles Busie, probated less then three months 
after it was written, it appears that the last four children are those of Charles and Diana 
(Brown) Busey. The last five children were probably not of age at the time the will was writ- 
ten. Samuel Busey was "to be free when the crops were finished.”

.s stated in the introduction, no proof has been established to determine which Samuel 
Busey of Maryland migrated to Rowan Co., North Carolina. If the Samuel of North Carolina was 
the father, as believed, of John, Sarah, Charles, and iiathew of Rowan County, then he would 
have been the approxjmate aze of Samuel, b. ca 1707, son of Paul* Busey or of Samuel, b. ca 
1709, son of Charles“ Busey. 


Land records of Baltimore, Prince George's, and Frederick counties show property owned 
in those counties in 1753 and later, by one or more Samel Buseys, but lack of family data 
within them has made it impossible to know which of the several land records belong to which 
Samuel Busey. 

Calvert County Court House, together with all its records, was completely destroyed by 
fire in 188; only a few of the records had been published prior to that time. Hence, early 
land, tax, and probate records of the Calvert County Busey family are lost. 


This concludes the presentation concerning the first three generations of Busey in 
America; more data and family records are needed to camplete the story of the third genera- 
tion of these two families. By the fourth generation, Busey families had migrated to North 
Carolina, Virginia, West Virginia, Ohio, and Kentucky; from these Areas they have scattered 
over most of the United States. The story of Mathew Busey of the fourth generation follows. 


The compilers wish to acknowledge and thank the many persons who have contributed most 
graciously in giving data and information on their individual families. It is hoped that the 
above outline of the first three generations and the information contained in the numerous 
family groups to follow, may form 4 basis from which the many branches of the family can con- 
tinue their own family histories.

MATHEW BUSEY AND HIS DESCENDANTS 
First Generation

Edith Philpot was the widow of Isaac Wilcoxen (Wilcoxson) of North Carolina. They had 
three children: Rachel Wilcoxen, b. 28 Feb. 1760; Catherine Vilcoxen, be. 14 Feb. 1762 and 
Aaron Wilcoxen, b. ll June 1764. 


Mathew Busey resided in Rowan County, North Carolina before 1768 and until 1800. He was 
taxed in Rowan County in 1768 in Morgan Bryan’s District; in 1778, in Captain Reed’s District; 
and in 1784, he was taxed on 320 acres of land in Captain John Graham's District. 


On 25 Oct. 1786, Mathew received a deed for 420 acres of land in Rowan County located on 
both sides of Bear Creek, this areca within the "Forks of the Yadkin", and another deed for 260 
acres of land on the waters of Bear Creek on 18 b&y 1789, for which he paid fifty shillings 
for each one hundred acres. On 18 April 1797, he sold 200 acres of this land for forty pounds. 


Two of Mathew'’s married sons, Isaac and John Busey, seem to have been the first of this 
family group to leave North Carolina. They went to Franklin Co., Ky., and were on the tax 
rolls of 1797, in that county. 


It appears that after the crops were harvested in the fall of 1800, Mathew with his fami- 
ly and two remaining married sons, Samuel and Charles with their families, also began the long 
journey to new land in Kentucky. Doubtless, they made their way by ox cart and pack horse over 
the mountains to the West -- over that part of the Wilderness Road blazed by Daniel Boone and 
others to the fort of Boonesborough -- to travel on beyond the now abandoned fort settlements, 
west to the counties of Franklin and Shelby, there to settle on good land. 


On the 28 Feb. 1803, Mathew bought 573 acres of land in Shelby County on the waters of 
the Lick; near the present Shelbyville, Kentucky. In this same year, on 30 September, after 
he had become a resident of Shelby County, Mathew sold the remaining 233 acres of his North 
Cerolina land for $370. Mathew and Edith Busey lived the remainder of their lives in Shelby 
Co., Ky.; both turied in the family burial ground contained on the farm which lLathew willed 
to his son, Jacob.

Isaac Busey migrated witk his brother John in 1797 to Franklin Co., Ky. In 1803, he was 
living in Shelby Co., Ky. where he was a weaver, innkeeper, and farmer. On 1 Sept. 1831, he 
sold his land holdings in Kentucky to his brother, Jacob, and moved to Vermillion Co., Ill., 
where he had entered land earlier, on Feb. 1630. With him came all his family and sons-in- 
law, James Thompson Roe and ‘Mason hartin; they settled on land now within the city limits of 
Urbane, Illinois, Champaign County. He became a large land owner and was active in county 
government during his life. 


On 20 June 1833, Isaac and Sarah Busey deeded 30 acres of the 43 acres of land given for 
the County Seat of Urbana in the newly formed Champaign County. The first sessions of the 
circuit court and the first meetings of the county commissioners were held in his home. In 
1836, he with Jonathan Osborn was authorized to locate « state road from Urbana to Bloomington, 
Illinois, now a part of United States Route 150.

He quitclaimed rights in a hatter shop, 
on the land of Daniel Collins. His wife Abithail, d. 30 Sept. 1818, buried in Williamsburg. 

On 12 Sept. 1821, Ebenezer and wife Sally had a daughter born at Stanstead, Lower Canada. Ano- 
ther child was born there in 1823. The fact that the births of these children are found in the 
vital records of Williamsburg suggests that he may have returned to that town, but no record 
of this has been found.

IN MEMORY:- George Leroy Austin, a member of the Detroit Society for Genealogical Research 
since 1937, died at his home in Ypsilanti, Michigan on February 28, 1957 and was buried in 
Woodland Cemetery, Jackson, Michigan.

Organized Protestant Christianity came to Detroit when the Rev. John Montieth was brought here 
by a civic committee headed by Gov. Lewis Cass. Montieth’s ministry started June 30, 1816 when 
he organized & community church known as the First Protestant Society. (See DSGR Magazine, June 
1951.) On January 23, 1826, the society becare the First Presbyterian Church. The Second Pres- 
byterian Church was organized February 21, 1849. In 1855 the Fort Street Church building was 
completed and on March 19, 1859 the corporate title of the church was changed to the Fort 
Street Presbyterian Church, the name by which it is still known. Permission to copy the re- 
cords was given by Rev. Wendling P. Hastings, present pastor, with the approval of the Church 
Board.

DR. WILLIAM BEAUMONT FAMILY BIBLE RECORD 
Copied by lirs. Raymond Millbrook 


The story of Dr. Willian Beaumont and his patient, Alexis St. Martin, is one of the most cele- 
brated stories of Michigan history. The Beaumont Memorial, dedicated July 17, 1954 preserves 
the house on Mackinac Island in which St. Martin received an apparently mortal wound from a 
shot gun blast. The U. S. Army surgeon saved the life of the wounded man and, when the wound 
failed to heal completely leaving an opening through the side to the stomach, seized the op- 
portunity to make his many scientific experiments on digestion. Among the mementoes of the 
doctor placed in the Memorial is his family Bible, last owned by Mrs. G. A. Brotherton, 4 de- 
scendant. Permission to copy the family records was given by Dr. Alfred Whittaker of Detroit. 
The Bible was published in New York by Cornish, Lamport & Co. at No. 8 Park Place. Dr. Wil- 
liam Beaumont was descended from William Beaumont who came to Saybrook, Conn. in 1640.

BACKGROUND FOR 
Minnie Dubbs Mililbrook 


While the enviroment altered the fcod and drink habits of the colonists when they 
came to america, it had less effect on other personal neabits. As far 43 clothing customs were 
concerned, the immigrants clung to the fashions of their native country although these wore not 
particularly suitable to the different climate and conditions. 


Illustrators differ as to precisely how the first colonists dressed, but undoubtedly 
it was in some fora of the seventeenth century Elizabethan costumes. To the native Indian the 
most striking feature of the habiliments of the newcomers mist have been their complete and 
heavy coveraze of the person. The savages, even in New England, were accustomed to survive, 
season in and season out, dressed in moccasins and 4 more or less scanty drapery of deerskin. 
The English most likely wore heavy wool hats or caps, long sleeved doublets or jerkins of lsa- 
ther or other stiff material, knee breeches of similar thick fabric, hose end stout leather 
shoes. Such 4 protective costume had some functional purpose in the damp, chilly clinste of 
the British Isles. But in the more civilized world of 4ll northern Europe, clothing had come 
to express much more than the primary purpose of protection: dress denoted the wearer's rink, 
wealth and vanity or,as in the case of the Quakers, their rejection of ornament. In America in 
contrast to the conspicuously nude Indian, the colonists came to feel their dress showsd not 
only civilization but morality. And so the first step towards converting the heathen, naked 
savace was to get him to wear the hot, clumsy clothes of the civilized European. With such 4n 
ideal no modification of dress was mide even in deference to the mich warmer summers of Amer- 
ica. The transplanted European cloaked himself in wool and leather and suffered through the 
heat waves to maintain the symbols of his race and religion. 


The best evidence that the colonies followed closely the modes of the old country is 
found in the lack of mention of clothing in traveller's reports. Touring visitors were quick 
to mention anything unusual or different. While there my have been som slight time 1ag the 
American followed the European fashion faithfully through wigs and knee breeches on down to 
beards and Prince Albert coats. The only variations were those rather temporary ones that 
evolved on the frontier, like the buckskin hunting shirt 4nd moccasins. Linsey-woolsey, half 
linen and half wool, was &lso & home made product of the back country. Another regional adap- 
tation was the large hat and chaps of the cowboy borrowed from the Mexican originators and ex- 
tremely functional in purpose. As soon 4s many settlers came in from the more sophisticated 
east, these special costums died out. 


Only about 1920 did America begin to question the mode set by Europe for the rest of 
the world. There was by that time a really astonishing uniformity of clothing all over the 
world - only the so-called backward countries retained their distinctive dress. Then finally 
America made its contribution to world costumes in the trend towards comfort and informality. 

A moccasin type shoe, notable for comfort, became increasingly popular. Blue jeans and over- 
alls became the typical working costume. Levis have become standard wear for both boys and 
girls. Stiff collars and vests, even hats and neckties, have become almost obsolete except on 
more formal occasions. Women have shed their petticoats and heavy stays in the interests of 
ease and lightness. The great success in America of mass production of women's clothes has 
made 8&1] women indistinguishable on the street - the shopgirl is as up-to-date and chic as the 
lady. Even mterials have changed and the Amsrican is clothed more 4nd more in synthetics, the 
product of his own inventiveness. Sport clothes, light in weight and cheerful in color are 
worn everywhere. While this trend towards informlity is international, the leadership was 
American. After three stagnating centuries, Americans finally adapted their clothes to their 
climate. 


IN) MEMORY:- Helen Beurmin Switzer died suddenly in Detroit on February 22, 1957. She was born 
in Flint, Michigan, December 4, 1891, the daughter of Aaron Cline Switzer and Mery Lule Beur- 
min, who were married February 15, 1881.

Thomas Current of Bourbon County, Kentucky 


Current is & rare name in genealogical literature; yet mny 4 telephone and city direc- 
tory lists numerous families of the name. The Blue Grass Country of Kentucky is full of Cur- 
rents, and Calvert County, Maryland seems to be the place of origin of the American line. 


According to family tradition, Thomas Current, b. 1759/60, emigrated from Scotland, first 
residing on the western shore of Maryland; whether or not he was accompanied by his parents or 
other family is unknom. About 1793, Thomas came with his wife and five children into Bourbon 
County, Kentucky and settled near Paris, the county seat. Thoms was 4 farmer and had acquired 
350 acres of land, on Stoner Creek near Ruddels Mill where Stoner joins the Hinkston to form 
the south fork of the Licking, for which he was first taxed in 1797. 


In order to sell his produce each year, as did most farmers, Thoms constructed 4 boat 
to carry his tobacco, bags of grain, and perhaps salt-cured bacon down the rivers to sell to 
the nearest market which at that time was New Orleans. One year, it is said, that he had to 
sell his entire produce for five dollars with which he purchased 4 pair of silver buckles, 
now treasured by one of his descendants. 


Thomas died 1838 on his farm in Bourbon County. He is buried with his wife Margaret, in 
the cemetery of Mount Gilead Clmrch, since burned and abandoned, on lHysville Pike three miles 
north of Paris. 


Of Margaret, wife of Thomas, nothing is known beyond the dates on her tombstone; b. 1756; 
d. 1836. It is believed that Thoms and Margaret had twelve children, two having died before 
1827, when Thomas deeded properties to his children: (1) John, b. 1780, m. Elizabeth Amos, 
(2) Catherine, b. 1782, m. Paris Howard, (3) Mary (Polly), b. 1787, m. Daniel Isgrig, (4) 
Elizabeth, m. Edward Stoker, (5) Elijah, b. 1792, m. Rebecca Turney, (6) Margaret, b. 1795, 


m. Michael Isgrig, (7) Thomas, Jr., b. 1798, m. Nancy Wilson, (8) Matthew, b. 1800, m. Jane 
Wilson Call, (9) Eli, b. 1801, m. first, Sareh Blackburn, and second, Martha Piper, and (10) 
Sarah, m. Jacob Smith. 


Matthew Current, above, be. 1800, Bourbon Co., Ky., d. 1865 in the same county; m. 1824 
in Harrison Co., Ky., Jane Wilson Call, b. 1806 and d. 1879. Matthew, following in the foot- 
steps of his father was an &ggressive farmer, whose lands according to the 1850 Census were 
valued at $13,000 for tax purposes. He loved competition. When brick houses were rere in 
Bourbon County, Matthew decided to build 4@ new brick hom. A neighbor also concluded that a 
brick edifice was necessary to his happiness; so the race was on. The rush for mterials and 
labor was the talk of the countryside, and tradition has it that Matthew, unable to obtain 
some imported material, lost the race, but compensated by building the larger and more beau- 
tiful hom. 


Jane Wilson Call, Matthew's wife, throughout her life always carried in the pocket of 
her apron a smll Bible from which she read and quoted. This little Bible contains the owner- 
ship inscription, faint but readable of her full name -- Jane Wilson Call. It is now pos- 
sessed and cherished by 4 granddaughter.

REPORT OF MEETINGS 
Roy E. lMcFee 


Another splendid program marked the meeting of March 9. The talk for the Burton Histori- 
cal Collection was by Miss Dorothy V. Martin, Curator of Mamscripts, who spoke helpfully about 
manuscripts acquired during the past year. She also showed exhibits. 

These manuscripts are in two groups. The first group has papers of the Woolsey family, 
many of whose members have been prominent in our navy. There are 28 boxes and 26 volumes of 
this material of special interest from the standpoints of naval history and of genealogy. ‘The 
papers include the periods of the War of 1812 and the Civil War, and cover in particular the 
defense of Lake Ontario. The Woolseys were originally a New York State family, but branches 
came to Detroit and married into the Campaus here. 

The second group of manuscripts has the papers of Frederick E. Porter, referring to the 
Porter family. There are 10 boxes and 4 volumes. Based mostly on these papers, Miss Martin 
has been able to compile a Porter family tree which comes down to the present and covers six 
generations of Porters. These papers also contain references to many other Michigan families, 
including Bissell and Joy. One letter is dated 1828. 

"New England Elegy” was the subject of an inspiring talk by our Editor, Mrs. Wilson Mc- 
Teer, who began by reading three stanzas of Thammws Gruy’s Slegy Written in a Country Church- 
yard. Her talk was illustrated with a set of 101 Kodachrome slides showing views photographed 
on a family vacation trip three summers ago. 

Mrs. McTeer explained: "It was a vacation trip, but something more -- a deliberate and 
calculated attempt to rediscover the past -- particularly our own past, our ancestral heritage. 
Along with everyone else, we went to Provincetown, Plymouth, Concord and Salem, but in addition 
we turned off the usual tourist routes to find the places that belonged especially to us, to 
Andover, llass., to Lyndeboro and sanbornton, N.H., and to Cornwall, Vt. In these places wa saw 
the houses built by our grandfathers, the churches where they worshiped, and the cemeteries 
where they were laid to rest." 

Her story began at Lee, lIdass., on the Housatanic River in the Berkshires. "Here we first 
met history as it is lived in New England. Here also we had our first experience with a white 
church on a village green." They visited Hebron, Conn., where Tilden ancestors lived once. 

Then came Cape Cod, and Provincetown with its Pilgrim Monument towering 252 feet above the 
hilltop, as beautifully shown on a slide. Soon after, the LicTeers visited Plymouth. There 
were four slides of the William Harlow house, partly built in 1677. Next was Scituate, where 
settled her husband’s ancestor, Nathanial Tilden, in 1635. 

Andover was the home of the speaker's Abbots and Ballards. Five of her ancestors were 
among the 34 signers of the original Covenant for the Church of the South Parish. Behind the 
church is the largest cemetery she has ever seen, with many of the stones either granite or 
black slate. Slides showed the Benjamin Abbot houss, built in 1685. The paneling of two 
enormous bedrooms has been stained with elderberry juice to a handsome deep, dark red. 

At Sanbornton, N.H., they attended services in the Congregational Church, last pastorate 
of the speaker's great-grandfather, the Reverend James Boutwell, educated at Dartmouth College. 
«a granite stone marks the graves of pastor and wife. 

They saw Danvers, Salem, Gloucester, Lowell, Nassau, and other towns in northern New Eng- 
land, about some of which our speaker could say, “Here history and scenery walk hand in hand,” 
or “Here is a village which wears its age with exceptional dignity and charm.” 

Mrs. McTeer closed with three more stanzas of Gray's Elegy. 


There was another appreciative audience for the meeting of April 13. Mrs. Elleine H. 
Stones, Chief of Burton Historical Collection, held rapt attention as she spoke on two books 
recently added to her department. She had brought both with her into the auditorium. 

One book is Blasone della Nobilita Veneta, on Venetian heraldry. It is a manuscript on 
paper. There are 395 leaves, written in a fine Italian hand of the 18th Century, and very 
lavishly illustrated with 326 heraldic shields of Venetian nobles done in water color and 
heightened with gold. The work is indexed, and there are various lists of Venetian Senators, 
and Procurators of San Marco, all with dates that extend to 1754. It is a thick quarto volume 
in old leather binding. It is Italian, circa 1750. No authorship is given. 

The other book is Sceaux et Cachets Armories reposant dans les divers depots d'archives 














de Belgique, by F. Koller. This is a book of Belgian heraldry, a gift to the Burton Historical 
Collection from our Society in 1957. It is & beautiful red book in the French language. 
Mx. Keith H. Ktcher, Vice President of our Society, spoke on "Hands across the Border.” 


The program chairman reminded us in her introduction that he is a resident of Windsor, Canada. 
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His enlightening talk was ebout the United Empire loyalists, with emphasis on those 
settling in New Brunswick. He referred to a book which he had with him. It was The loyalists 
of New Brunswick, by Esther Clark Wright, published in 1955. 

A total of 100,000 Loyalists went from the United States to Canada, of which about one- 
third eventually continued to England. About 50,000 of these Loyalists, or Tories, left our 
Atlantic Coast and moved to New Brunswick. The first fleet to Nova Scotia, in 1783, carried 
7000. The mass migration began that year, although some went to Canada during the Revolution. 
Their reason for going, of course, was their difficulties with neighbors and state govermmnts 
due to Revolutionary differences of allegiance. 

The British Government sided the Loyalists as much as possible. It gave 200 acres to 
each man (althouch not to his wife). Sons and daughters both, on coming of age, likewise re- 
ceived 200 acres each. Families were guaranteed their basic needs for three years. 

The Loyalists arrived in a rough country without any shelter. They first built log shan- 
ties, these followed by log houses. Roofs were of boughs across ridgepoles and covered with 
leaves. Doors and windows were simply openings. Trees were killed by ringing the bark. 

The Loyalists were persons well above the average. They were wen and women of character, 
motivated by their beliefs. Most were poor on arriving, but were still men of standing. They 
included physicians, engineers, writers, and other professional men and leaders. They were 
educated to large extent. liany great Canadians since have been their descendants. 

The coming of the Loyalists changed the whole aspect of Cantda. Since then, Canada has 
had both French and English peoples, and it gained three provinces from the migration. 

Mr. Etcher praised the easy movement of neighbors now across the international line. 


a pleasant outdoor day did not prevent an eager 4udience from assembling on May 11. There 
was no Burton speaker. The entire program period was devoted to "Vacation with a Purpose,” a 
panel discussion about opportunities for genealogical research, headed capably by Miss Sarah 
Van Hoosen Jones. The panel included five others: President George R Raub, Program Chairman 
Lucy Mary Kellogg, Mrs. Carloe La Guire, lliss Alice Serrell and lirs. Raymond Millbrook. The 
audience was invited to participate with questions and helpful contributions. 

President Raub spoke first, about Franklin and Marshall College Library, at Lancaster, 
Pa., and its Fackenthal Collection of important German family records in the German languace. 

Liiss Kelloge tulxed about the Library of the Wisconsin State Historical Society at Madi- 
son, with its 750,000 books pertinent to genealogy and local history. It has splendidly in- 
dexed census records for Wisconsin, covering the years 1850, 1660 and 1870. Its Draper Collec- 
tion consists of manuscripts on the Olid Northwest Territory. The building stands on the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin campus. (The University Library has been moved out). 

Mrs. La Guire explained the two libraries in one Philadelphia building. The records, 
manuscripts, and photostatic copies are on the first floor and owned by the Genealogical Soc- 
iety of Pennsylvania. The stacks on the second floor are those of the Pennsylvania Historical 
Society. For using the second floor, it helps to join the latter society. 

idiss Serrell picked two libraries in Hartford. The Connecticut State Library has the fa- 
mous Barbour Index, with its marvelous cross indexing. (Burton has microfilms of this). The 
Library of the Connecticut Historical Society has the Index to Lund Records, but not the re- 
cords thenselves. It is preferred that a person be a member, to use the stacks. 

drs. Millbrook reminded us that she is fram kansas, and said that in her native state the 
libraries like to buy census records of nearly every state to the east. But movings of people 
are becoming mixed. She herself came east to Wichigan, and her recently published history of 
Ness County, Kansas, sold even in New England. She advised us to look vlerever we are for what- 
ever we may find. A small library sometimes has local records to be found nowhere else. 

For @ second time around, lMiiss relloge spoke of friendly libraries visited, from Nev Enr- 
land to Ohio. d sur- 
prises with its unrivaled New Hampshire collections, and New York mterial unequaled except in 
Albany and New York City. Its Shaker Records are e best in the United States. 

it New York State Library in Albany liss Serc found the actual letters written durine 
King Philip’s War by her H.utfield ancestors of Massachusetts, and obtained photostats. At the 
Library of the Latter Day Ssints in Salt Lake City she saw 40 microfilm readers, 311 in uss. 

Mrs. liillbrook talked of Washington, D.C. The D.A.R. Library has the collections of local 
records compiled by the various chapters. The National Archives can show the names of Civil 
war veterans or wives; these are ail that remiin of the 1890 Census since the fire

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& LETTER TO JENNY HUNTER 
Dear Jenny: 


Native-born Detroiters are outnumbered in the population, since people from all states and 
countries come here to work in our industries. It is important to know where to look for the 
data by which we trace earlier Detroiters who lived under the French, the British or the Amri- 
can flags. The most important place is, of course, "home base” -- the Burton Historical Col- 
lection on the third floor of the Detroit Public Library. 

The French founded the town and ruled about 60 years; the British took over for about 30 
years; and the americans cams in 1796. aA short time for the French, but a long influence! In 
looking for an old French family, you may be lucky and find a printed genealogy. You will pro- 
bably check first Father Christian Denissen's "Genealogy of the French Families of Detroit", 25 
typewritten volumes, alphabetically arranged but not paged (in Burton). Mer. Cyprien Tanguay’s 
Dictionnaire Genealogique des Familles Canadiennes (Montreal, 1889) includes many entries for 
the French families of the St. Lawrence River valley who migrated to Detroit. Its data is ne- 
cessarily limited; it gives fewer than 2 pages to the Navarre family of Detroit, while Denissen 
has 97 pages for various Navarres. Two supplements to Denissen, by other genealogists, augment 
data on certain families. 

CENSUS RECORDS list early inhabitants, as well as later ones. Look for these: 1710 - 
Census of Detroit de Pontchartrain (Mich. Pioneer Collections, v 33, pp 492-4); watch for 
French name changes, e.g., “Francois Benoit dit Livernois”, "Pierre Robert dit Lafontaine”. 
1749 - a list of colonists in excerpts from the Zvening News of Aug. 15, 22 & 29, 1903 (in Bur- 
ton). 1750 - "De nombrement des habitans du Detroit au per sore (Sept. 1) 1750" (photostat in 
Burton). 1765 - List of inhabitants, stock and grain at and about Detroit, taken in August; 
this is first census under British rule (photostat in Burton). 1771/2 - list from quit-rent 
book (Niagara Frontier Genealogical Society Magazine, v 2, pp 62-67). 1779 - Census of settle- 
ment 31 March 1779 (Mich. Pioneer Collections, v 10, pp 312-327); of 2,653 persons in the tow, 
1,011 were listed as adult males and of these 500 were “extras, prisoners, etc.” and 239 were 
with the garrison and navy. 1782 - Survey taken 16 July 1782 listed 321 heads of families 
(Mich. Pioneer Collections, v 10, pp 601-613). 1789 - Mr. C. M. Burton assembled in his City 
of Detroit (1922) v II, pp 1314-1404, a list of the people of the town from the Askin account. 
Read this for hints on name or spelling changes. You need a geographic, as well as phonetic, 
approach to names to understand how Casse became St. Aubin or Tritier, Beaubien. I liked 
"Poissant dit Lasaline”, meaning "salt fish". 1792 - 4 census of "garcons 4ges de 15 ans, 
garcons en bas age, filles” uses practically the same divisions as the 1790 U. S. First Census 
(Ontario Historical Society Papers, v 24, pp 95-97). 1796 - 1200 persons included farmers in 
the neighborhood (Territorial Papers, Northwest Territory, v 3, p 459). 1805 - persons, pro- 
prietors and residents for the year Michi gan Territory was created were listed in the Detroit 
Free Press on 20 September 1857 (in Burton). 1810 - U. S. census is missing. 1820 -U. S. 
census (in Burton; also annotated and published in DSGR Magazine, vols 12-13). 1827 - Terri- 
torial census, showing heads of families only (Mich. Pioneer Collections, v 12, p p 4514 or 
bound at end). 1€30 - U. S. Fifth Census (microfilm at Burton, Mich. State Library and other 
libraries). 1840, 1850 and 1860 - U. S. (microfilm in Burton and at Wayne State University 
Library). 1880 - U. S., partial (microfilm at Burton). 

TAL RACORDS are covered partially in a 4-volume Historical Records Survey, done by the 
WPA, one each for Births, Deaths, Marriages and Divorces. The first law requiring registration 
of births wes passed in 1867, with a more effective act in 1905. For those before 1905, the 
record is with the Wayne County Clerk; after that, with the Detroit Department of Health. Not 
ali births were recorded, of course -- but look for them. 

The first law requiring death records in 1867 stated that the name and birthplace of both 
parents of the deceased should be shown. If available, such a record would be very helpful. 

«a register for 1861-1881 takes 5 volumes; after that, individual certificates are filed chrono- 
logically by the Department of Health. This means that you mst have 4 date of birth or death, 
8s well as the name, in making inquiry in person or by mail. 

«a territorial act of 1805 was the first marriage registration law, followed by several 
others, but the license law of 1887 is termed the “first effective act”. The Wayne County 
Clerk has these records; also some lists such as “index to brides 1818-1870", "uncalled-for 
licenses”, etc. 

The first divorce law placed jurisdiction with the Supreme Court; later, with the Circuit 
Court. Look for Chancery records, files, orders, etc. until 1918, in the County Clerk's 























office; after 1918, with the Friend of the Court. 

CHURCH RECORDS are most important. an earnest effort has been made to secure copies 
of various church records; the Burton Collection is particularly rich in these. The ‘TA 
Vital Statistics Holdings of Church Archives in Michizsun was published in 1942 and is your 
first reference. The Wayne County section covers all towns in the county and includes the 
two cities of Hamtramck and Highiand Park, totally surrounded by Detrvit, 21 other conti- 
guous areas, such as the various villages of Grosse Pointe, Dearborn, River Rouge, etc. 
Perhaps the parties you are seeking lived in Detroit but went to church in Hishisnd Park! 

The WPA also published Inventories of Church archives, by denominations -- and eleven 
of these for Detroit are available in Burton. 

The following copies of actual church records in Burton were selected at random -- per- 
haps the ones you need are there also: 

First Baptist Church: roster 1827-1895 and 4 volumes of clerk's reccrds 1627-1914. 

Buriels by Congregation Beth-El 1871-1913. 

First Congregational Church 1845-1883 (from Genealogical Records compiled by the 

Louisa St. Clair (Detroit) chapter of the D.A.R., 1939/1940 

Mariners Church 1849-1915 -- the original records! 

First Presbyterian Church 1834-1868. 

Fort Street Presbyterian: membership lists 1849-1877; baptismal records 1849-1875. 

Registre de Sainte Anne, Detroit, 2 Feb 1704 to 30 Dec 1848 -- transcript and micro- 

film. Also, “exterior parishes” such as St. Josephi 1836-1840. 
St. Paul's Episcopal Cathedrsl 1824-1908. The marriage records were published in 
this magazine, volumes 15-17, and the burial records in volume 18. 

MISCELLANEOUS RECORDS include many other sources of vital records. In 1939 and 1942 
this magazine published vital records from the Detroit Gazette for the period 1817-1830. 
The compilations by various DAR chapters are well-knowm and invaluable. 1670-18657 marria~ 
records for one church in this area were included in records of a Minneupolis DAR chapter; 
a copy has been placed in Burton. aAn 1885 Canadian archives report included "marriares and 
burials in the register of the parish of Montreal 1766-1787", some of which pertained to 
this area. 

The Michigan Pioneer and Historical Collections of the Pioneer Society of the State of 
Michigan require 40 volumes, 1876-1929, and contain much material. Also, you will find in 
Burton and at the blichigan State Library (and very possibly elsewhere in the state) the 
first typed volumes of the "Michigan Biography Index". This covers biographical items of 
at least five lines in county and town histories and sqne other publications including 
Michigan biographies. A special Biography File for Detroiters is found in the Burton card 
catalog, consisting of items from magazines, newspapers, etc. This is a good source for 
that missing obituary -- look for the blue labels in the card catalog. 

Copies of early death records and of early cemetery records have been placed in Burton, 
notably for the older cemeteries. 

The thirty-year period from about 1867 to 1917 is especially important in the city di- 
rectories; during that period, 4 death or removal is quite apt to be given with the party's 
name in the directory of the year following the event; in at least two directories, the 
death dates are given in the beginning. 

Another "miscellaneous source” is our DSGR Magazine -- all twenty volumes of it. 
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and, now, Jenny Hunter -- a name, by the way, which stands for "any genealogical hun- 
ter", thus making Jenny masculine as well as feminine! -- the time has come for me to tell 
you goodbye for a while. I have been asked to take on additional responsibilities in con- 
nection with our magazine, which will take up the time I have spent with you. We have had 
fun together these last five years and at this time I want to say a special "thank you" to 
all of you who have been so kind and encouraging. A cherished item in my file is an obi- 
tuary notice for "Mrs. Jenny Hunter” sent in from Virginia; and I have had some wonderful 
comments and letters. This signature has been used before -- but I couldn't mean it more!
